Use the Directional Pad UP, DOWN, LEFT or RIGHT to move the 
/' CURSOR. You will use the CURSOR to move your character, and scan 
landscapes for interesting ITEMS and characters. 


WALKING AROUND 

To walk, position the CURSOR where you want to go and press the 
A BUTTON. You will then move to that location. 


USING THE MAP 

To bring up your map, walk to the Lookout Point, past the old man, and 
down the path on the right. The map contains all the places on Melee you 
will want to explore. Use the CURSOR to identify the various points on the 
map and when you want to explore a specific location, position the CURSOR 
over that location and press the B BUTTON. 

• Hint: Before venturing off to the far reaches of the Island, 
you should gather as many items as you can while in Melee 
village—you may need them to join the circus or barter with 
the bridge troll.

The MAIN GAME SCREEN is made up of the following elements: 
/ The ANIMATION WINDOW, the ITEM INVENTORY, the COMMAND 
INVENTORY, and the SENTENCE LINE. 



I. ANIMATION WINDOW 

The ANIMATION WINDOW is where all the game action takes place— 
character movement, dialogue, specific names of characters or items. 


2. ITEM INVENTORY 

* The ITEM INVENTORY is where your ITEMS are stored (see “pick up pot” 
on page 9). Many ITEMS in the environment, and all usable ITEMS in the 
game, have names. 

♦ 

It is important that you collect as many ITEMS as you can, as you will need 
to use them to buy or barter your way out of sticky situations, and gather 
clues and other ITEMS from various characters. The more ITEMS you have 
in your ITEM INVENTORY, the better off you are in making it through to the 
next Trial. 





COMMANDS are action words or phrases you will use to program your 
character. All COMMANDS are located in the COMMAND INVENTORY. 



BUILDING SENTENCES 

Here are some basic guidelines to help you construct a variety of sentences. 


When the CURSOR touches an interesting character or useful ITEM, a 
specific COMMAND will become highlighted, alerting you to use that 
COMMAND with the character or ITEM. But remember—although a 
COMMAND is highlighted, it may not be the correct one to use with that 
ITEM. Don’t hesitate to try and use other COMMANDS to make the sentence 
work for you. 


Sample Sentence l: “Open door.” 

To “Open” any door, place the CURSOR over it and you will notice that the 
COMMAND “Open” is highlighted in the COMMAND INVENTORY, and the 
SENTENCE LINE should read: “Walk to door.” Now open the door using the 
B BUTTON, then enter the room by pressing the A BUTTON. 


4. THE SENTENCE LINE 

The sentences you construct are displayed on the SENTENCE LINE. 

Use sentences to program your actions—“Open” a door, “Talk to” a 
character, “Pickup” an item. You form sentences by linking together 
COMMANDS and ITEMS. Connecting-words like “on” or “with” will be 
automatically supplied by the computer. 

If an ITEM, or character, has a name, that name will appear on the 
SENTENCE LINE when you position the CURSOR over that ITEM or charac¬ 
ter. If no name appears, you can be sure that it has no significant value 
other than as part of the background scenery. 


Sample Sentence 2: “Pick up pot.” 

Use the following procedure to pick up and store all the ITEMS you find. 

When you find the Pot, position the CURSOR over until the SENTENCE 
LINE reads: “Walk to pot.” Then select “Pick up” from the COMMAND 
INVENTORY, reposition the cursor over the Pot so the SENTENCE LINE 
reads: “Pick up pot,” and press the A BUTTON to activate that COMMAND. 
The Pot will then appear in your ITEM INVENTORY. 


Sample Sentence 3: “Give hunk of meat to deadly piranha poodles.” 

To build this sentence you must first find the hunk of meat and store it in 
your ITEM INVENTORY. Once you have the meat, select “Give” from your 
COMMAND INVENTORY. Now position the CURSOR over the hunk of meat 
in your ITEM INVENTORY and press the A BUTTON. The SENTENCE LINE 
should read: “Give hunk of meat to...” Now position the CURSOR over the 
poodles so the SENTENCE LINE reads: “Give hunk of meat to deadly piranha 
poodles,” then press the A BUTTON and watch what happens. 












/ In order to solve the many mysteries that surround you, you must 
father clues and important information from the zany characters that 


inhabit Melee Island. Some are friendly, others will deceive you. Be careful 


who you trust. And remember, sometimes you can talk with someone at one 


point in the game, and then return to him/her later on to gather new informa¬ 


tion. 



DIALOGUE WINDOWS 

To talk with a character, position the 
CURSOR on him/her and press the B BUTTON 
to call up the DIALOGUE WINDOWS. 

The DIALOGUE WINDOWS are where your 
conversations take place. Here you’ll find 
your DIALOGUE BANK, and the dialogue of 
each character. 


DIALOGUE BANK 

To talk to a character, use the CURSOR to highlight a phrase from your 
DIALOGUE BANK and press the B BUTTON. That phrase will then appear in 
your DIALOGUE WINDOW and the character you are speaking with will give 
you his/her reply. Of course, what you say will affect how others respond. 
And as conversations continue, you will be given new phrases to choose 
from. Don’t worry about selecting the right or wrong phrases or respons¬ 
es—select whatever you want to say, and see what happens. 
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To access the PAUSE GAME MENU from the 
MAIN GAME SCREEN, press the START 
BUTTON. While in the PAUSE GAME MENU 
you can load a game, view your current 
passcode, and adjust the text speed in the 
DIALOGUE WINDOWS. You can return to the 
MAIN GAME SCREEN from the PAUSE GAME 
MENU by pressing the START BUTTON. 


LOAD 


The LOAD feature enables you to save a game and continue play on that 
game at a later time. To LOAD a game, position the CURSOR over “Load” 
and press the B BUTTON. You can label your loaded game by entering a 
4-digit passcode. To do this, position the CURSOR over a numeral on the 
passcode pad and press the B BUTTON to enter that selection. Once you 
have entered your passcode, you can select “OK” and save your game under 
that passcode, or select “CANCEL” to cancel your save. 


PASSCODES 

You will be given a new PASSCODE after you complete each trial. 
Everytime you complete a trial you will receive a four digit code that saves 
your progress and current inventory in the game. 


ADJUSTING THE TEXT SPEED 

To adjust the text speed in the DIALOGUE WINDOWS, position the 
CURSOR over the corresponding directional arrows and tap the B BUTTON. 


CUT SCENES’ 


CUT SCENES are short, computer-controlled animation sequences that will 
provide clues and information about the different characters and places in 
the game. To bypass a CUT SCENE, press the C BUTTON. 

























• Pick up everything you can. Odds are, at some point, all 
those strange things will serve some purpose. 


• If you get stuck and can’t figure out how to proceed, try 
looking through all the ITEMS you’ve found and think about 
how each one might be used. Also think about the places 
you’ve gone, and the people you’ve met. Chances are there 
will be a connection that will put you back on track.
